Japanese artillery resumed the battle 
at six o'clock this morning, the point of 
pressure again being the Russian south 
front. The Japanese infantry is now ad- 
vancing to the attack, the regiments de- 
ploying in open order. 


HARBIN, Manchuria, Aug. 20.—The

23 and August 20, east and south of 
Liao Yang, were 3,000 killed or wound- 
ed.

Tenth and Eleventh wards were unseated, 
the majority of the committee declaring 
that they had been illegally named at a 
previous meeting of the committee, that 
only the county convention had the 
power to nnme a 
county committee. 


These committcemen wcret ' Dr. W. G. 
Wheeler, who had. been appointed for the 


wards created and that the county com- 
mittee had acted legally in this instance; 
that the committee had power to ap- 
point where there were vacancies and he 
held these new wards were vacancies and 
that .the gentlemen were named under 
this rule.

Oldfield of Cleveland lost control of his 
machine in a faho start of the fifth 
event 
of the world's fair automobile 


speed contest yesterday, and, crashing 
through the outer fence of the course, 
nstantly killed John Scott, a watchman 
employed at the park, and inflicted in- 
uries upon John Montgomery, a negro, 
.'rom which ho died a few hours later. 
Oklfield was painfully injured, and his 
nachinc completely demolished. 


The accident happened after a false 


start. The flagman vainly attempted to 
.ignal Oldfleld and. Webb, who were lead- 
ing, that the start was not allowed, but 
they did not see his Hag and continued 
around the course at a high rate of 
speed.

the mile track Webb secured the load 
by a narrow margin, and the men were 
iii the same position when passing the 
three-quarter pole.

HUNTING~SETSOFOPENS SEPT. 1 


Majority of tloenneH Taken Oat by Men 


Who Will Pcrsne Game In Xortb. 


On Thursday morning of this week, 


September 1, the hunting season opens 
for the shooting of certain game. Coun- 
ty Clerk Bell has issued several hundred 
licenses, but the number does not exceed 
those of last year for the corresponding 
time. 


The majority of licenses are taken out 


by men who expect to go north and 
hunt. In this county game is scarce, 
and it is doubtful if three good flocks of 
prairie chickens could be found within 
twenty miles. There are some 
quail,

m.—Gen. Kuropatkiu since yesterday 
morning has been drawing in a3 hia 
froccs from tho eastern and Bouthera 
fronts toward Liao Yang.

The 
Russians lost a large proportion of^offi- 
cers, ten guns and from 1,600 to 2,000 
men, but the Russians had been generally 
successful in beating off tho assaults all 
along the line, and tbe Russians declare 
that the order to retire came as a sur- 
prise just when they were expecting or- 
ders for a general advance. This is con- 
sidered to be proof that Gen. Kuropatkia 
finding his' main positions menaced on 
the flank and anticipating difficulties in 
withdrawing owing to the condition of 
the roads, which have suddenly been 
transformed into mud bogs by the. rain,- 
considered that a retreat was impera- 
tive The retirement from the east front 
was'greatly impeded by the conversion 
of the Lan river into a mountain torrent 
and this probably also accounts for the 
failure of the Japanese to follow up the 
'retiring Russians.

Training to be Wives Not fopnlar at the 


Unlvernlty. 


MADISON, Wis., Aug. 23.— Strong ef- 


forts will be put forth by the authorities 
of tho University of Wisconsin this fall 
to 
popularize the "cooking 
course," 


which was inaugurated at tho beginning 
of tho last semester. If they should not 
be moro successful than they were last 
year the. course may almost 
be - pro- 


nounced a faiiura. The idea of training 
girls to be wives instead of mere, social 
ornaments did not seem to take well the 
last year, as less than a score of the 
young women took advantage of .the op- 
portunity to learn to cook.

A wash composed 
of twelve parts of purc'rn'm water and 
' one part of spirit of sal ammoniac will 
be most satisfactory for this work. The j 
ammoniac will be sufficiently dissolved 
in tho water to make it harmless, so far 
tts injuring' the painting is concerned, 
but it will be strong enough to remove 
a good deal of tho yellow tinge on tho 
picture which is due to smoke.

HOW TO MAKE SOUFFLfS 


T 


HE making ot a.good souffle is, 


regarded as the final test of n. 
first rate cook. It Is like the 


' little 'girl in the 
nonsense 


rhyme—"When it Is good It is very.' 
very good, but when It Is bad it Is hor- 
rid " To turn out a successful dish of 
this kind requires the greatest careful- 
ness and experience. When the process 
is explained to the culinary novice It 
seems delightfully simple, but its very 
simplicity proves a snare for the inex- 
perienced. One thing to bear In mind 
about this illusive, airy .trifle. Is that it 
should never bo attempted by an un- 
practiced hand upon an occasion when 
an omission would leave a serious gap 
In the menu. 


One of the most important points 


about preparing a souffle is to have the 
oven the right temperature, and this is 
a matter no one can be actually taught, 
tor the knowledge must come from ex- 
perience. If the oven is too hot tho 
souffle will be hard on top before the 
inside has become inflated as much as 
it should, a catastrophe t6 be avoided, 
On the other hand, if the 'oven Is not 
sufficiently hot there will, in the slangy 
language of the day. be "nothing do- 
ing," and a gastronomic failure is 
equally sure to result. 
A happy me- 


dium, that hardest of all things to at- 
tain in terrestrial affairs, Is absolutely 
necessary in the making of a souffle. 
. The size and kind of souffle have 
much to do with the time exposure. A 
small' entree of this sort is put into a 
hotter oven than a large souffle on ac-

ST. PETERSBURG, Aug. 29.—The de- 


partment of telegraphs informs the; As- 
sociated Press that the lines are working 
direct to Liao Yang, thus refuting def- 
inately the report that General Kurold 
had cut the railroad. 


LIAO YxVXG, Aug. 29.—The Japanese 


have transferred their activity to the 
llussian eastern and southern fronts. A 
rear guard battle is proceeding. The 
weather has improved and the roads are 


- drying. 


LIAO YANG, Aug. 29, 8 a. m.—The 


Japanese artillery resumed the battle 
at six o'clock this morning, the point of 
pressure again being the Russian south 
front. The Japanese infantry is now ad- 
vancing to the attack, the regiments de- 
ploying in open order. 


HARBIX, Manchuria, Aug. 29.—The 


Russian losses in the fighting of August 
23 and August 26, cast and south of 
Liao Yang, were 3,000 killed or wound- 
ed. The great .majority -of the casual- 
ties w«re sustained at Anping. The 
withdrawal of the Russians from theiv 
front at Anshanshan and from their 
eastern position was made simuHaneous'- 
ly for strategic reasons. 


LIAO YANG, August 29.—The Rus- 


sian army has effected its retirement, 
with transport and artillery, on Liao 
Yang and is now in position awaiting 
the advancing Japanese. The advance 
of the latter lias been rapid and deter- 
mined, sparing no sacrifice. In the at- 
tack on the Siaolindzy position one Jap- 
anese battalion lost all its officers. The 
retirement of the Russian transport of 
lour corps yesterday evening across the 
plain while the artillery and .troops in 
the rear held oft the Japanese afforded 
a. magnificent spcctaelu. All along the 
extended lines there was a roar of bat- 
teries, the Russians working their guns 


with great coolness and not retiring un- 
til the transport WHS in safety. 


Gen. Rontokoswy was among the kill- 


ed. Col. Von Raben was also slain. 


BIG BATTLE UNAVOIDABLE. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Aug. 29, 5:50 p. 


m.—The operations around Liao Yang 
have undergone a complete change. Ow- 
ing to the delay in,the concentration of 
General Kuropatkin's army as a resnlt 
of the terrible condition of the roads, 
the Japanese seized the opportunity to 
attack the slow moving corps and severe 
fighting occurred August 27 and 28, in 
which, the Russians lost' another thou- 
sand men, and they now probably will 
have to accept a general engagement. 


FOUGHT FOR TEN MILES 


Rnsftlun Army In Bear-Guard Action From 


All pine—Soldiers in Good Spirits. 


HSIAOTUN. (Eleven miles east of Liao 


Yang), Aug. 29.—The Russian army 
from Anping this afternoon debouched 
upon the Liao Yang plain,-after fighting 
a rear guard action for nearly ten miles 
from Anping, bringing its Vou-nded and 
burying its dead on.the way. Six guns 
arc reported to have been lost, but a 
number of Japanese were captured, show- 
ing signs of great fatigue and hardships. 
Tile enormous army, the last of which 
passed out of the Lan valley at 5 "o'clock 
this afternoon, seems to fill the entire 
plain from the foot hills to the ancient 
walls and is disposed in an orderly man- 
ner through 'the vast fields of Chinese 
com, the soldiers singing as they went to 
camp, despite their unbroken aeries of 
reverses, while the baggage and trans- 
port trains caught in the muddy rivu- 
lets attracted the cheery assistance of 
everybody. . Nothing apparently affects 
the heartiness of the men in the ranks. 
The line of wounded men .-which, reached 
the great cast gate this evening passed 
silently through the streets as deserted 
as 'the aisles of the catacombs. . The lit- 
ter bearers with their solitary .lanterns 
presented a?i impressive spectacle, 'awe- 
ing the Chinese, who todny for the first 
time realized the imminence of a battle. 


ARMY IN DIRE STRAITS 


German Military Experts Believe 


Kuropatkin's Situation is 


Desperate. 


BERLIN, Aug. 29.—German military 


men arc discussing the situation of Gen- 
eral Kuropatkin with the keenest inter- 
est. They have information that the de- 
fenses of Liao Yang are of extraordinary 
strength. The fortifying of the town 
was entrusted to 
General Melishteko 


who enjoys here the reputation of being 
a master of military engineering. During 
the past two months he has 'fortified all 
the strategic 
positions around Liao 


Yang in a manner well night impregna- 
ble. Tripple lines oJ trenches crown 
every height where artillery could be 
effective. The entire line of fortifica- 
tions is connected through passages for 
facilitating the reinforcement of endan- 
gered points, while bomb proof retreats 
covered with steel rails protect reserves. 


All important points have telegraphic 


communication with headquarters. The 
German critics think Liao Yang's de- 
fences about equalizt- the difference in 
numbers between the Russians—estimat- 
ed at 180,000—and the Japanese, num- 
bering 240,000. The danger of General 
Kuropatkin's situatio'n is recognized as 
being bottled up like Field Marshal 
Bazaine who stirrendered Metz to the 
German forces in 1870. It is doubted by 
the experts if General Kuropatkin will 
be able to prevent the complete encir- 
cling of Liao Yang which would mean, 
probably, the eventual loss ol his entire 
army. The Japanese delay of action is 
believed to have been due to the necessi- 
ty of bringing up siege giuis witli which 
to break the Russian fortifications.

Machine Crashes Through Fence 


at St. Louis—Owner to 


.Race no More. 


ST. LOUIS, Aug. 20.—Blinded by the 


dust thrown by the swiftly moving ma- 
china of A. C. Webb of Toledo, Barney 
Oldfleld of Cleveland lost control of his 
machine in a false start of the fifth 
event of the world's fair 
antomobile 


speed contest yesterday, and, crashing 
through the outer fence of the course, 
instantly killed John Scott, a watchman 
employed at the park, and inflicted in- 
juries upon John Montgomery, a negro, 
from which he died a few hours later. 
Oldfleld was painfully injured, and his 
machine completely demolished. 


The accident happened after a false 


start. The flagman vainly attempted to 
signal Oldfteld and. Webb, who were lead- 


ing, 
that the start was not allowed, but 


they did not see his flog and continued 
around the course at a high rate of 
speed. 


Shortly after passing the first turn of 


the mile track Webb secured the lead 
by a narrow margin, and the men were 
in the same position when passing the 
three-quarter pole. In making the turn 
Webb's machine skidded and raised a 
blinding cloud of dust that completely 
blinded Oldfield and half smothered him. 
Not being able to see that he had com- 
pleted the turn Oldfield continued his 
course and crashed through the fence.

The 
two senators have served on legislative 
committees together and the' Minnesota 
senator has had an excellent' oppor- 
tunity to judge of the value of Senator 
Quarles' efforts in behalf of! his 'con- 
stituents and the country at'large by 
close observation.

It is Senator Nelson's opinion.that the 


interests of Wisconsin, the. northwest- 
ern group of states, and the nation de- 
mand that Senator Quarles be returned 
to the senate at the expiration oF'-'Mi 
present term.

ST. PETERSBURG, Aug. 29, 12:50 p. 


m.—Gen. Kuropatkin since yesterday 
morning has been drawing in all hia 
froces from the eastern and southern 
fronts toward Liao Yang. Anping, T«e- 
gow, Liandiansian and Anshanshan, con- 
stituting the main positions of the outer 
defence line of Liao Yang, have been 
abandoned. The heaviest fighting oc- 
curred on the extreme left, where the 
Japanese advanced to the assault again, 
and again with bayonets. The positions 
at Tsegow and Anping were held by the 
Tenth European corps. The attacks were 
delivered with fanatical bravery. The 
Russians lost a large proportion of offi- 
cers, ten guns and from 1,600 to 8,000 


men, 
but the Russian; had been generally 


successful in beating off the assaults all 
along the line, and the Russians declare 
that the order to retire came as a sur- 
prise, just when they were expecting or- 
ders for a general advance. This is con- 
sidered to be proof that Gen. Kuropatkid 
finding his" 
main positions menaced oa 


the flank and anticipating difficulties in 
withdrawing owing to the condition of 
the roads, which have suddenly been 
transformed into mud bogs by the. rain, 
considered that a retreat was impera- 
tive. The retirement from the east front 
was greatly impeded by the conversion 
of the Lan river into a mountain torrent 
and this probably also accounts for the 
failure of the Japanese to follow up the 
retiring Russians. 


MENACE KUROPATKLX. 


The Japanese column moving up the 


Liao river and threatening Gen. Kuro,- 
patkin from the west is regarded as be- 
ing extremely dangerous, arid Gen. Kur- 
oki's extreme right secnis also to be 
working around Gen. Herschelmann's 
position at Anping and, to be moving to- 
ward Mukden. The strength of the en- 
veloping Japanese armies may be judgejl 
From the fact that Gen. Oku alone, who 
is coming up from the south, is officially 
reported to have 75,000 men. Whether 


'•ea. Kuropatkin intends to accept battle 
at Liao Yang may not be known po$i- 
iively for several days, but the belief, 
several times indicated in these dispatch-, 
cs, prevails here that he will withdraw 
northward, having found that he is not 
strong enought o cope with the Japan- 
eze and realizing that Liao Tang is made 
no longer tenable on account of the Jap- 
anese threats at his west rear. His re- 
arement undoubtedly will cause keen 
mblic disappointment, as it was gener- 
ally believed that he at last had sufficient 
reinforcements to accept a decisive en- 
tagement, and by the military critics 
lis retreat is interpreted to mean « great 
n-olongation of the war. 


RAILROAD NOT CUT. 


The Tokio leport that Gen. KuroH 
d succeeded in cutting the railroad 


south of Mukden is not confirmed by the 
;elegraph department, where it is said 
:hat no reports have been received of 
n interruption of communications. Of 


course it is realized here that if the r»il- 
road north of Liao Yang is cut the po- 
ll tion of the Russian army would be rcn- 
lered serious, if not desperate, as it 
rould probably compcr Gen. Kuropatkin

effected an entrance into Port Arthur 
does not obtain credence at the war of- 
fice, although it is admitted that no, 
news has been received from General 
Stoessel since Aug. 22, though possibly 
a telegram reached the emperor just be- 
fore he started for the Don. this after- 
noon. It is pointed out that if the ru- 
mor is true it would signify the'capture 
of the fortress, which would the unable 
to hold out against .the superior num- 
bers, of the besiegers if any portion of 
the prominent defenses is lost. 


LULL FOR PURPOSEW, REST, 


TOKIO, Aug. 27, 8 p. mi^No tidings

The Japanese guns con- 
tinue to shell the defenses of the for- 
tress, but the majority of the forces 
are not engaged. Port Arthur is prov- 
ing harder to reduce and capture than 
the general public of Japan expected. 
The public, which has been confidently 
awaiting the fall of the fortress daily 
for the past,month is disappointed at the 
delay. Much .regret ,is expressed at fhe 
heavy losses, but the nation is unwaver- 
ing in its grim determination to ham- 
mer and harrass Port Arthur until it 
falls and is prepared to pay the cost, 
however heavy it may be. 


UNABLE TO HOLD FORTS. 


CHE FOO, Aug. 27, noon.—The latest 


reports received from Port Arthur!are 
to the effect that the Japanese in their 
attack during the night of August 22 
captured Poyodo, a fort midway between 
Takushan and the eastern defenses and 
reduced another fort immediately east 
of the railway. The fort was not occu- 
pied by the Japanese as it "is behind a 
moat which' the Japanese >in no instance 
have been able to cross. ••"'' 


Recent arrivals here who were in Port 


Arthur as late as August 24, believe 
that the Russians' "resistance will prove 
successful for some time yet. They ex- 
plain that the Japanese "are unable to 
occupy Etseshan fort. The 
Japanese 


feinted constantly in attempting to do 
so and in the meanwhile, by tremendous 
labor, raised the summit of a smaller 
hill behind it to the level of Etseshan 
hill by means of sandbags and there they 
mounted guns which assisted materially 
in the reduction of the fort east of the 
railway. This fort is the northernmost 
of the eastern defenses and with other 
positions reduced or occupied renders 
the Japanese position in the vicinity of 
the railroad threatening to the Russian 
hopes. It is obvious that tho Japanese 
expect to enter Port Arthnr from the 
north.

After suffering two week* with brain 


;rouble Captain Martin Gorman, the 
oldest engineer on the Chicago, Milwau- 
cee 4 St. Paul system, in point of ser- 
vice, died at his home, No. 910 Wiscon- 
sin street about three o'clock this af- 
icrnoon. Although his death has been 
ixpectfd for a number ol days the-an- 
nouncement will cause a pang of sorrow 
hroughout the entire community. No 
man in the southern part of Wisconsin 
was better known or more universally 
respected and honored than, was Mr. 
Gorman, both by citizens and railway 
circles. 


Two weeks ago today Mr. Gorman 


came in with his train from Rock Island 
;o Milwaukee. It-was a very hot day 
nd he drank considerable ice water and 
was overcome by the heat. After leav- 
ng the train here for his home he was 
stricken with paralysis.and was discov- 
ered by a stranger who tried to get him 
lome. Not knowing where. he lived the 
stranger led him to Twelfth street. Here 
Hr. Henry Kaiser happened to discover 
lim and took him home. His condition 
>ecame serious and a week ago it was 
tnown he could not recover and for 
three days he was unconscious. 


Few railroad men can show & better 


record. Mr. Gorman first saw the light 
of day in Butler county, New York, sixty 
four years ago. He came to Racine in 
the year 1848. When 18 yean old he 
obtained employment. as fireman on - a 
switch engine on the old Racine & Missis- 
sippi railway. At that time he received 
75 cents, a day,'Sundays included. In 
this capacity he served eight months. In 
1861 he was promoted to.engineer of the 
switch engine. ' • • 
'-,".'' 


The war of the rebellion broke out at 


this time and oil May 11,186'i^ the young 
engineer enlisted in the Belle City rtflesj 
Thai he made a brave soldier1 there is no 
doubt. Twice:he was hit' and' wounded 
during battle. The'first time was in the 
battle of Gainsville and the second time 
was struck in the left leg by a spent ball 
in the battle of Gettysburg. For two 
years and eleven months he served in 
the ranks and he rose from corporal and 
orderly sergeant to first lieutenant and 
in June, 1864 was mustered out &s cap- 
tain at Madison. 


Returning to Racine he became engin 


eer of the night express running west 
from Racine and held that run over three 
years. He was then put on the mail 
train' running west and had been on that 
ran until stricken down. 


During his forty-five years' experience 


as an engineer Mr. Gorman witnessed 
many changes on the Milwaukee system. 
First it was the Racine & Mississippi »nd 
the old wood burning locomotives were 
used and it was hard work to keep up 
steam and fuel had to be taken on at by 
stations and the runs were mighty slow 
The country through which he passec 
was a wilderness and the tracks were 
like going over the rocky roads to Jor- 
dan. 
The road then became the Western 


Union and improvements were made anc 
the coal burning locomotive* came on 
end later it became the Southwestern 
division. Capt. Gorman had been through 
many a flooded district, fires along the 
line, and told- many interesting stories 
of his experiences. 
• 


During the entire forty-five years he 


never had a wreck and-was never in one 
and only four persons were killed by 
the engine he was in charge of. Olc 
railroad men state that hii record is 
second to no other man in the employe 
of the great Milwaukee system and he 
has the distinction of being the oldesl 
Jiving engineer on the southwestern di- 
vision. 


It is said that during his time he haul 


cd over 2,000,000 people, and they were 
always safe, for he was a careful and 
trustworthy 
man. Mr. Gorman was 


married years ago, but his wife and only 
child died. His record as a soldier is 
spoken of by comrades as an excellent 
one. 
He was a member of the Knights 


of Pythis and other organizations. The 
time of funeral will be announced later.

jetween twenty and thirty doctors will 
>e in attendance to witness it. Mr. Loeb 


partially paralyzed and has been op- 


erated on several times, but without ex- 
wriencing marked relief from his af> 
lietioa. 


After nearly thirty consultations it 


was decided to operate once more. The 
rone of his left arm, from the wrist to 
the shoulder, will be scraped and the 
tendons of the arm will be cut. After 
Shis is done, bis spine will be laid bare 
and treated in some way, and one of bis 
lower ribs will be removed. 


Mr. I/oeb seems perfectly unconcerned 


about the experience he ii3 about to un- 
dergo, and talks of it most cheerfully. 
He is about 23 years old, and has seen 
more of the world in his brief existence 
-than the. majority of men do in. their 
whole lives.

... High Ideals llnfonnded—Not 


a Tyrant, But a 


leader. 


MOSTTPELIER, Vt., Aug. 26.—Secre- 


tary of War Wm. H. Xa£t addressed the 
Republican rally in Armory .hall here 
this afternoon.

Secretary Taft briefly reviewed the

President Roosevelt, to which the greater 
portion of the speech was devoted, Sec- 
retary Taft eulogized the president high- 
ly, saying: 


"Unable really to attack the record 


of the Republican party, unable really to 
take any ground which makes a com- 
Datable issue with the Republicans on 
the main questions, the Democrats now 
seek to attack the president 
and to 


charge him with violations of the con- 
stitution; with a headstrong disposition 
to rule or ruin; with a tendency to in- 
volve the country in foreign wars; with 
being, in other words, an unsafe man. 
In all my experience I never have met 
n, man in authority who has less pride 
of opinion in the judgments that he has 
formed in respect to situations presented 
to him, for action than has Theodore 
:'Roosevelt. 


AMEJT4BIJE TO REASON1. 


"I have never met a man so amenable 


to reason, so-anxious to reach a just con 
chision^nnd so witling to sacrifice a pre- 
•riously-: formed opinion as ihe present 
president of * the United States. He

He sympathizes with 
the laborers, the man of wealth,'both 
when they love the country whose pro- 
tection and security of life, liberty and 
property they enjoy. 


NOT USING 'A MASK. 


'- "No man ever sat In the presidential 
chair moro anxious to avoid war or con- 
Ulict with foreign .nations than he. His 
impulsiveness of manner and his quick- 
ness of thought and speech coexist with 
a real conservatism of action that makes 
it as certain as it was .under Bfr. Me- 
Klnley that no policy will be followed 
needlessly exposing the interests of the 
country to the peril of war. Ala, but it 
is said, wait until he has a free hand 
nfter tho election—then you will sec him 
in his true light.

JUSTIFIES PRESIDENT; .

vince them, if he may, of the wisdom or 
unwisdom of the proposed legislation?

GIRLS SHt AT COOKING CLASSES 


Training to be Wives Not topnlar at the 


University. 


MADISON, Wis., Aug. 26.—Strong ef- 


forts will be put forth by the authorities 
of the University of Wisconsin this fall 
to popularize the "cooking 
course," 


which was inaugurated at the beginning 
of the laat semester. If they shoxild not 
be more successful than they were last 
year the course may almost 
be - pro- 


nounced a failure. The idea of training 
girls to be wives instead of mere social 
ornaments did not seem to take well the 
last year, as less than a score of the 
young women took advantage of ithe op- 
portunity to learn to cook. 


It is said that this is due to the fact 


that a lot of accessories, such as chem- 
istry and bacteriology, went with it. Tie 
department of domestic science was au- 
thorized by an appropriation of $15,000 
by the legislature, and rooms were fitted 
out as a kitchen and laboratory in old 
South hall. 


The work was in .charge of Miss Calo- 


Hne Hunt, a domestic science expert. It 
was not until the club women of the 
state had lobbied persistently for years 
that the - course was established. 
Now 


these same club women are getting ap- 
prehensive over the lack - o f . interest 
shown in.the new.departure. 


In this connection it may be interest- 


ing to note that 59 per cent of the wo- 
men .graduates of the University of Wis- 
consin up to the year 1901 are unmar- 
ried. 


The first class of girls to 
graduate 


front the University of Wisconsin was 
that of '65. They were sent out from 
a special course known as the normal. 
Out of the six graduates at that time 
only one is unmarried. The first women 
to graduate from a regular course in 
the university were of the class/of '60. 
All the six were afterward/married. Up 
to the end of the last school year only 
4'per cent of the girls of the class of 1901 
were married, showing that the college 
girl does not marry soon after leaving 
school. 


Of the class of 1000 10 per cent were 


married. In the class of '97 a good show- 
ng was made, 1C per cent being married. 
Of the class of '94 about 30 per cent are 
now married. 


Out of seventeen members of the class 


of '92 the ^percentage of married women 
is 64.

of Petition. 


MUNICIPAL OWNERSHIP 


FAVOEED BY MAJORITY 


Racine Citizens Paying 30 Cents Per 


Thousand Gallons While in 


Other Places It Is Less 


Than Half That. 


Advisability of municipal ownership 


has been discussed by officials and citi- 
zens upon many occasions, but no con- 
clusion was ever reached. Especially is 
this true relative to the Racine Water 
company plant. It is known that the 
franchise of that corporation will ex- 
pile in a few years. Efforts have been 
made on the part of the owners to se- 
sure an extension of the franchise for a 
period of twenty-five years, but failed. 
If at the expiration of the time no ex- 
tension is granted the Water. company 
will be at liberty to charge the people 
what rates it pleases and the price of 
fire hydrant rental can be increased. 


In view of the fact that Racine people 


are now paying 30 cents per thousand 
gallons, while Kenosha only pays 12 
cents and Milwaukee C cents, the last 
two plants being owned by the cities in 
which located, a move will be inatigurat 
ed toward provisions for Racine to buy 
the present plant at the expiration of its 
franchise- or to bui!d an entire new sys 
tern, which many believe would be bet- 
ter in case the price asked by the pres- 
ent corporation is not satisfactory. 


This year the city will pay to the Ra- 


cine Water company $19,000 for hy- 
drant rental and no doubt it will reach 
$20,000 before another year rolls around. 
In addition to this there are over fiVe 
thousand patrons of the company, the 
majority paying 30 cents per thousand 
gallons for water. Figuring this up the 
total income of the corporation will be 
between $100,000 and $200,000. 


ASK FOR SINKING'FUND. 


In a few days a petition is to be cir- 


culated for signatures and will be pre- 
sented to 
the council. There is no 


doubt that it will be signed by hundreds. 
This document will ask the council to! 
provide soine means for the creation of 
a sinking fund of from $10,000 to $15iOOO 
per year to be applied for the purchase 
of the water works, or to build a new 
system. 


Those who are back of the movement 


claim that nine out of every ten prop- 
erty owners of the city are in favor of 
the city controlling 
its own water 


works. They produce argument to show 
that the water works would prove a big 
Daying investment for the city. The in- 
come would more than pay the running 
expenses by several thousand 
dollars 


and the surplus can be used for paving 
streets, putting in sewers and making 
other improvements and that the issu- 
ance of bonds would not be necessary.

French War Co-respondent Say 


Japs. Cannot Carry Port 


Arthur Defenses. 


PARIS, Aug. 26.—Raymond Recouly

Yang, telegraphed as follows to his pape 
yesterday evening: 


"I was fortunate this morning to tra 


vel with an American naval attache 
(Lient. Newton A. McCully), who ha 
just returned from Port Arthur after a 
sojourn there 
of three months. Th' 


news he gives hie is entirely differen 
from the pessimistic reports current late 
ly concerning the .situation at the fort 
ress. The American attache left the ,fojt 
ress Aug. 14. The Japanese were then 
four and a half miles from the city. The 
Russian positions upon a chain of ruggec 
hills 200 meters high were protected bi 
mines, -networks, barbed wire and can 
ndn, and according to the American offi 
cers, it was impossible to take them by 
assault. Japanese shells fell in the city 
but each position possessed a dugout in. 
which the occupants were able to secure 
shelter. The Japanese heavy guns cease< 
firing every night, fearing that the Rus 
sians would detect ths exact location by 
the flashes during the darkness. 


"There 
were considerable stocks of 


provisions at Port Arthur. The Russian 
soldiers had a fresh meat ration daily 
The reports that Russian officers were 
subsisting on onions and black breac 
were absurd inventions. The stores were 
still open and- the population prome- 
naded the streets. 


"The regiments took turns in 
the 


trenches. Part of the garrison was al- 
ways resting. The Russian' snilora as- 
sisted in the defense of the fortress. They 
made excellent sharpshooters. 


"The heat had not been unbearable. 
"The American attache believes that 


the Japanese losses have been verv 
heavy, at least ten times those of the 
Russians. 


"In short, Port "'Arthur can hold out 


much longer than peopla believe. 


"When the officer left Port Arthur tlje 


French naval officer, L'ieut. De Cuverville, 
was still there. Entering an<5 leaving 
the fortress was then very difficult, as 
the Japanese were sinking all the junks. 


'"The American officer landed at Shan 


Huikuan with some French women and 
one little girl." 


Another dispatch to the Temps from 


Liao Yang, dated yesterday, says that 
on the previous day the Japanese made 
a reconnoissance to within about twenty 
five miles of Liao Yang. After an artil- 
lery and infantry engagement the Jap- 
anese fell back.

ports, agriculture and manufactures, dif- 
fered in experience, for wjiile agriculture 
declined from $873,235,142 the year be- 
fore- to $853,685,367, manufactured goods 
increased from $408,187,208 to $452,445,- 
629. 
The other three divisions of min- 


ing, forest and fisheries also showed an 
increase over 1902, while miscellaneous 
decreased. The 
evidence is 
entirely 


clear that while no material increases 
may be looked for in agricultural pro- 
ducts since the rapid increase of popu- 
lation is more able every year to con- 
sume of the surplus, a substantial in- 
crease may be confidently expected from 
manufactures. We shall be ever able 
to raise in abundance food products for 
our own people and have suficient to 
import in 
handsome amounts every 


year. Our ability to manufacture must 
necessarily increase from year to year, 
as we steadily gain in experience and 
gain the markets of tho world through 
sheer ability to hold them by reason of 
superior merit. 


It is the genius of protection that 


has accomplished the great results. No 
other policy could have developed our in- 
dustries as has a protective tariff poli- 
cy, and still 'as the lamented McKinlcy 
said, we cannot go on forever and sell 
to foreigners without making some re 
turn. Our reciprocal policies must be 
developed upon lines that will help U3 
more abroad if we are to hold our for- 
eign trade and increase. The protective 
policy intelligently directed is not pro- 
hibitive of foreign made goods, and in 
this our makers of tariffs have endeavor 
ed to do tho right thing as near as their 
judgment told them could be done with- 
out sacrifice to our institutions. The 
policy has not increased the burdens ol 
the people, but on tho very contrary d* 
creased them and the people of the Un 
ited States are. today the lightest taxed 
people on earth as to their expenses ol 
conducting the government. 


Our highest forms of skill have been 


developed by the policy of protection 
In every department of trade, of com- 
merce, of manufactures, our people have 
steadily advance^, and in 
agriculture 


the prosperity of the people has con- 
sumed of their surplus year by year and 
given them good prices, while the mar- 
kets of the world have been eager to 
buy and have bought so. that of all the 
import items that of agriculture leads 
tho list by nearly double any other.

CRI3ASING. 


Such is the rapid increase in popula- 


tion of New York City that it is a lit- 
eral fact the building bureau of the 
Board of Education is unable to build 
school hoiises fast enough to keep up 
with the increase of population. 
It 


seems Chicago for the present at least 
has caught up, but for how long cannot 
be conjectured; while. New York for 
years have had 
thousands of school 


children to whom it could only give par- 
tial instruction. This is to say that the 
time of nearly a hundred thousand 
school children have to be divided, half 
attending one-half day and the other half 
attending the other half of the day. 
This year shows but very little differ- 
ence. The Record Herald of Chicago in 
referring to the two cities in this fea- 
ture, eays: 


As a matter of fact New York does 


not show any gains at all. At the open- 
ing of school next month the city finds 
itself in worse condition than it was a 
year ago, for while it has added 20,150 
new seata it is estimated that 40,000 or 
more children will make application for 
admission for the first time. 


At the close of the New York public 


schools last spring 75,000 children, were 
on part time; that is, their seats were 
occupied for a portion of each day 
by another set of pupils. 
The new 


schools will accommodate only one-half 
of the new pupils, leaving 20,000 to com 
pel an equal number of others 
to 


share seats , adding 40,000 more to the 
part time class, raising the number ot 
part time pupils to 115,000. If the pres- 
ent complications resulting 
from 
the 


building trades strike should continue 
for any length of time thereby preven- 
ting tho completion of the new Beats,, 
the total number on part time will reach 
155,000. 


Last autumn 90,000 school children 


were on part time in New York. By 
last spring the conditions so far as part 
time pupils were concerned had improv- 
ed 17 per cent, but this improvement is 
wiped out by the inability,of the build- 
ing bureau to keep up with the increase 
in the number of children that apply for 
entrance the first time. 


Other cities besides Chicago and New 


York are experiencing this trouble, but 
it is a commentary upon the rapid 
growth of the American Republic that 
that Boards of Education have all they 
can do and in some cities more than 
they can do, in building school houses 
fast enough to keep up with the increase 
of the children. 


tirade crossing. 'As an instrument • of 
manslaughter it iff not™ to "be excelled, 
but it seldom indeed removes- any unde- 
sirable elements. The victims are always 
;hose of repute and^worthy members of 
society. Every, city^ from time to time 
reports these grade crossing horrors, and 
m response to the public indignation an 
occasional guard gate is put in, which is 
but,.little protection to a traction'car 
if having any speed at all. The ordinary 
guard gate, however, is all that American 
cities have,,though in Chicago and one or 
two others n, beginning has been made 
in elevating the railroad tracks. 


This elevation" of the tracks would ac- 


complish a great good and might solve 
the question, but the elevated tracks 
so far are in fact only partially run on 
the same level. Chicago reports in,the 
five months ending July 31st 227 acci- 
dents entirely due to the crossing,'at 
grade, and since the beginning of Augustj 
a- couple of dozen more. But nothing itf 
done except possibly an increase-of pubr 
lie sentiment favoring the •complete abo- 
lition of the crossing at grade of 'any 
road' or street. Coroner's juries occasion- 
ally bring in a verdict of'negligence and 
occasionally a grand jury indicts, but so 
far as the public ever hear, no one is 
ever really punished. It is.perhaps only 
intended-to -ease off the indignation,*for 
people readily forget. 


But the steam railroad corporations 


never have done the public a greater 
service than in preventing the crossing 
at grade of electric traction lines in 
the suburbs and country. This has been 
the case with a few lines of earlier or- 
igination and so far as this grove danger 
is concerned people traveling on certain 
lines can be assured of their safety in 
this respect, and it is indeed a misfor- 
tune that any court can be found to 
grant the permission to cross at grade 
when contested, as it generally is, by the 
traction corporation. The steam roads 
fully recognize the danger, and no mat- 
ter the idea of competition entering as 
ae factor in this matter, the cburtij;in 
view, of the factor of public;, safety, 
should order if the traction car corriprar 
tion desires to cross the tracts off a 
steam road, they should do'so!by .eleva- 
tion or underneath. Of course no matter 
tliij ^ guard or guard gates, ''careless /jiho^ 
tormen or conductors at, times render 
useless, tut the most careless cannot 
bring on an accident when the tracks 
run beneath the steam roads.

ny Mr. Kempf was threatened with ar- 
rest and other allegations made. But 
Kempf asserts in his complaint that un- 
less he obtained additional bonds as or- 
dered by the governor he would be ar- 
rested and prosecuted on charge of em- 
bezzling the said $3,500, but that if he 
would resign from the ticket the gov- 
ernor would withdraw the demand for 
more' bonds.

These promises, Mr. Kempf claims, 


were false and known by Mr. Connor to 
be so when they were made. The La 
Follette leaders deny the allegations of 
the treasurer and will decide upon what 
course to pursue. 


Meanwhile the secretary of state ig 


enjoined from accepting the resignation 
of Kempf, charged to have been made 
under duress. It is a family fight all 
through, 
and Wisconsin Republicans

The Canadian authorities and communi- 
ties have also resorted to handsomely 
gotten up printed matter which has been 
very generally distributed, with the - re- 
sult a close estimate makes the number 
of immigrants from this country to the 
Canadian northwest for the past year' at 
50,000.

creasing rapidly in population, in num- 
ber of miles ol railroad,"in manufactures 
and in domestic and foreign commerce 
and in some lines at a faster rate than 
is the United States. It is certain that 
if there is to be annexing of joining of 
political ,is»ues in a closer tie, it will 
have to be done within' the next five 
years or not at all;- ' 


MORE) EFFECTIVE BTXCMISIOS. 
Immigration Commissioner Sargent has 


come to "the conclusion that the laws are 
practically useless to prevent undesira- 
ble immigration as .they now exist, and 
that if the country desires to exclude 
with any hopes of success the crowds of 
undesirable and objectipnable citizens of 
such countries as Italjr, it will be neces- 
sary to enact much more stringent laws. 


But from previous efforts it looks very 


much like it will be. first necessary for 
us to exclude the politics of it, and then 
perhaps congress may do something on 
this line. The commissioner in referring 
to the Italian Mafia, Black Hand and 
other societies of a criminal nature which 
have terrorized more than one American 
city, says: There is nothing at present 
in the laws that can exclude these people 
unless it can be shown, that the. aini of 
their, society is to overthrow the gov- 
ernment. This cannot be shown on the 
part of the vicious, the criminal and the 
conspirators of other lands, no' matter 
what their intentions are toward the in- 
dividxial, so in they come free as airi 
So long as immigrants can vote in most 
states within six months or a year after 
arriving, there will not be likely any 
serious attempts to narrow the immigra- 
tion lines. And it is clear the educa- 
tional test alone will not exclude the 
dangerous classes. 


TEXAS rnOHIBITIOl*. 


Texas Prohibitionists have suggested 


a new scheme in which local option is to 
be entirely confined to the incorporated 
towns and cities. It is proposed by ah 
amendment to the state constitution to 
prohibit the sale df liquors in every porr 
tion of the state,. except that in all in- 
corporated towns and in the cities the 
people may have the privilege of voting 
as minded upon the question. In the 
open districts the.: people may decide if 
the sale of liquors be prohibited with the 
exception of for medicinal, mechanical 
and sacramental purposes, or if preferred, 
may vote to limit the sale to one quart. 


The authorities of the exeepted dis- 


tricts may thus determine how high ~li- 
eenses may be, can if desired limit the 
number of licenses to be issued, may fur- 
ther confine the saloons to prescribed lo- 
calities, may in fact put in force any 
regulations desired to enforce good ori- 
der. It is still further provided in the 
proposed amendment to authorize the 
legislature if it is disposed to enact a 
state dispensary litvr but to only be en- 
forced in the incorporated towns and in 
the cities of the state. In all districts 
outside the cities and incorporated towns 
prohibition shall prevail. 


ANU Ilf NEW OIU,EAWS. 


Down in New Orleans of all cities an 


agitation is in progress looking towards 
the enforcement of the Sunday laws. The 
first beginning resulted in the arrests of 
several dozen saloon men, a few cigar 
stores, and a couple of restaurants , as 
these two latter arc included in the order 
to close. It is whispered however, that 
this tightening up will not last and that 
in a short period the police -will relax 
.their vigilance, and things will be as be- 
fore. It is hinted New Orleans can not 
be any exception to the general run of 
things.

ment behind it. But the courts arc grad- 
ually coming to the relief and in more 
than one case of enforcing Sabbath laws 
have decided certnin lines of businesil 
may be conducted on Sunday within rea-

is true there is no protection about it, 
but the .people are heavily taxed on their 
necessaries. From -British authority it 
is ascertained in 1908 Great Britain col- 
lected in tariff duties $172,034,250 to the- 
$284,479,582 collected by the 
United 


States. This proportioned per capita 
would be $4.30 for, the- English people 
and but $3.54 for the American people. 
So that after all the people 
of Great 


Britain raise from import duties quite 
considerably more per capita than the 
people of the United States, and neither 
do they receive any protection in the 
sense the word protective tariff is used. 
It is upon this foundation that the work 
of Chamberlain is being conducted, to 
make the import duties of England pro- 
tective and to insure fair trade. 


It might be remarked that the con- 


tention is as (o which Republican con- 
vention at. Madison in May last was the 
regular one. No one disputes but what 
one convention was called nor that a 
state central committee could not have 
certified to the ticket as nominated, but 
it is in very serious contention which of 
the two conventions is entitled to regu- 
larity.

Friday's Cleaning—This being Friday 


—when the sound of the broom is heard 
over tho land—the wise woman who un- 
dertakes cleaning her furniture will, in 
the first place: 


Put as much furniture as possible out- 


side tho room before beginning to sweep. 


Then she should brush everything with 


brushes and cover it with cloth. 


Next she soaks newspapers in cold 


•water, squeezes them, tears into bits and 
sprinkles on the floor to prevent dust 
flying. 


After. sweeping she rubs the carpet 


•well with a cloth wrung out of clean 
ammonia -water—one tablespoonful 
to 


two quarts of water. 


A polished floor she wipes well with 


» damp cloth, then rubs thoroughly with 
a dry one. 


Covering a soft broom with a clean* 


cloth, she brushes the ceiling and walls. 


While the dust settles she is cleaning 


the windows. 


For -window frames and latches she 


•uses a flat paint brush. 


Spots or finger marks on -white wood- 


work she removes with a cloth wrung 
out of warm water and dipped in pre- 
pared chalk. 


She dusts the furniture with clamp then 


with dry cloths. 


Vases and washable ornaments she 


soaks a few minutes in water to which 
a little soap powder has been added. 


In cleaning mirrors she uses whiting 


and water,-to -which a little ammonia has 
been added, afterward polishing with dry 
whUlng. 


If there is marble to be cleaned she 


'makes-a paste of whiting, water and a 
little ammonia, and rubs it on, rinsing 
with clean water and polishing with 
powdered pumice stone and water. 


Cushions are thoroughly boaten and 


rugs and covers well shaken out of doors 
before rearranging them. 


Oil Paintings—Oil paintings become 


dark and dingy 'primarily through the nc- 
cumulation.of dust and dirt on them and 
to the products of bad combustion. Soot, 
dost -and smoke tend to darken the pic- 
tures a, little each year, and in the end 
they ar<> very different from the orig- 
inals. Thi» accumulation should be first 
removed by washing the picture care- 
fully with water and fat soaps. Soaps 
with scids in them injure the painting. 
After nil the dirt possible is removed, 
in this way the picture should be cleaned 
•with a little ammonia. A wash composed 
of.twelve parts of pure'rain water .and 
one part of spirit of sal ammoniac will 
be most satisfactory for this work. The 
ammoniac will be sufficiently dissolved 
in the water to make it harmless, so far 
ss injuring the painting is concerned, 
but it will be strong enough to remove 
a good deal of the yellow tinge on the 
picture which is due to smoke. 


It will be astonishing to many what a 


change can be effected by a good wash- 
ing of an old picture with soap and water 
and then with diluted sal ammoniac. Tha 
two combined will often restore an old 
painting to ita pristine beauty and clear- 
ness. 


Egg Packing—The old method of pack- 


ing eggs in lime water and salt is ns fol- 
lows: 
"Dissolve 1 pound oS salt in a 


gallon of water, slack 2 pounds of quick- 
lime in 3 gallons of water and stir well, 
then allow to settle for a time and pom- 
off of the milky fluid and mix with tho 
salt solution. Put the eggs in casks, tins 
or jars and cover with the liquid. Eggs 
preserved in this way will do for frying 
for two months, and for pastry purposes 
after three or four months.

der the head of articles to be packed for 
tho summer comes alum. At the seaside 
water is usually "hard" with lime, and in 
thc-country it may be impure; therefore 
It IB-well worth knowing that a piece of 
alum, suspended by a string and drawn 
through the water several times, will de- 
•troy *U organic matter, or cnuio the 


lime to sink to the bottom of the vessel, 
says Home Chat. You will see also that, 
owing to this peculiar property, alum 
makes a splendid gnrgle for a sore throat, 
a thing overtired youngsters are very 
apt to get during the first::days of & hol- 
iday. 


For a Night Lamp-MK you unexpected- 


ly happen to want a night light and have 
not one in the house make one for your- 
self. It is easily done with a little salad 
or colza oil, a tumbler ;and a bit of cot- 
ton, wool. Make a float -by taking a 
piece of cotton yfool about "the size of a 
penny and twisting, up a little bit in the 
center-to form a wick. 
Then .take a 


tumbler, fill it two-thirds up with water 
and pouj; one-third,, of oil on''.the top. 
At this time of year, 'when nights ore 
short, less oil. will do. Place your cotton 
wool float on the oil, light the wick and 
you will have a satisfactory substitute 
for the ordinary night light. 


A Caution—A warning cry is raised 


against the careless and indiscriminate 
use of chlorate of po,tassium as a rem- 
edy for throat troubles. While it has 
been generally considered, as harmless, 
therapeutists know that' even in com- 
paratively moderate doses chlorate of 
potassium is a very active drug, produc- 
ing a marked effect upon the blood, 
which it turns brown, and leading in 
larger doses to cardiac paralysis, albu- 
mimtria and death. Even in what are 
considered safe doses, chlorate of potas- 
sium often gives rise to 'great mental 
and physical depression," insomnia and 
various other unwelcome complications. 


Iced Water Preferable, to Ice Water—

ioed water, being cooled .'by- the, ice. .with- 
out being in direct contact with it. The 
less ice water one drinks the better. Ice 
water increases .one's . thirst—that is, 
there is a greater tendency to desire 
drink, inasmuch as ice water slakes the 
thirst for a moment, but does not quench 
it.

THREATENED WITH ARKKST. 


In big complaint Treasurer Kernpf de- 


clares that on. July 27 there was a de- 
ficit in cash on deposit in his office of 
less than $3,J500 and that be held this 
amount in his own. name, prepared to 
pay it over to the state deposit fund ns 
soon as the exact amount could be ar- 
rived at by investigation. He states 
further that he was; visited in the city 
of Madison on July 2| by Chairman Con- 
nor, who requested' him to withdraw 
from the ticket as. a candidate for state 
treasurer; but this he refused to do. 
Thereupon, Mr. Kempf alleges, 
Chair- 


man Connor said he would not be able to 
obtain the additional surety 
required 


upon his bond by'the governor of the 
state and, that he would be arrested and 
prosecuted; for embezzlement on account 
of the gum of less than *3juOO mention- 
ed. Being unfamiliar with the law, Mr. 
Kempf claims, he entreated Mr. Connor 
to postpone .the request until he could 
go to Milwaukee to get the $3,500 to pay 
it into ;thc treasury) but he1 asserts that 
Mr. Connor- told 'him that htf would not 
be permitted to leave the dlty and that 
the papers were then made out for!his 
flM-esti He sftys thni Mr. 'Connor 'told 
him that the only way to'aVoid this was 
to sign the withdrawal froiii the ticket 
and tlmt he would not submit the With- 
drawal to the state1 central ooim'ittee 
without 4 further permias'ion' from Mr. 
Kempf to do;sO. He also says'that Mr. 
Connor promised him that'if''the su- 


court was to the contrary he could then 
remain on the ticket. He claims also 
that Mr. Connor promised him he could 
obtain from the governor a withdrawal 
of the demand for an additional bond. 


All these representations, the plltin- 


tiff claim*, were false, and were known 
by Mr.- Connor to be fraudulent When 
ho made them. 


DENIED BY CONDOR. 


Chairman Connor, when asked con- 


cerning 
the statements of Treasurer 


.Kempf, denied them in toto, and de- 
clared that the action 
of; Treasurer 


Keinpf in. withdrawing from the ticket 
was voluntary and that such a thing as 
his arrest had not beeh thought of. He 
declared that the state treasurer was 
willing to sign it, th«t he admitted his 
shortage, and, when the withdrawal had 
been made out he dined with Mr. Kempf 
and the state treasurer expressed himself 
as relieved that the trouble had 'been 
settled. 


In discnssing t.h« charges made by 


Treasurer Kempf earlier in. the 
day, 


Chairman Connor expressed himself even 
more freely than he did In his statement. 


"The charge that I threatened the ar- 


rest of the ataie treasurer is absolutely 
preposterous," said Mr. Connor. "1 never 
had a warrant for him and the question 
of his prosecution -was never though of. 
The statement that I had a warrant with 
me is ridiculous. I am not In the hubit 
of acting as a constable op Usurping the 
duties of one."

* HOW TO MAKE SOUfFLES 


T 


HE making of a .good souffle Is 


regarded as' the flnal test of a 
first rate cook. It Is like the 
little 'girl in the nonsense 
rhyme—"When it is good it is very/ 
very good, but when it is bad it is hor- 
rid." To turn out a successful dish of 
this kind requires the greatest careful- 
ness and experience. When the process 
Is explained to the culinary novice it 
seems delightfully simple, but its very 
•impllcity proves a snare for the inex- 
perienced. One thing to bear in mind 
about this illusive, airy .trifle, is that it 
should never be attempted by an un- 
practiced hand upon an occasion when 
an omission would leave a serious gap 
In the menu. 


Ona of the most important points 


about preparing a souffle is to have the 
oven the right temperature, and this is 
a matter no one can be actually taught, 
for the knowledge must come from ex-: 
perience. If the oven is, too hot the 
souffle will be hard on top before the 
Inside hri become inflated as much as 
It should, a catastrophe to be avoided.; 
On the other hand, if the 'oven is not; 
sufficiently hot there will, in the slangy1 
.language of the day, be "nothing do- 
Ing," and a gastronomic failure is 
equally sure to result. A happy me- 
dium, that hardest of all things to at- 
tain in terrestrial affairs, is absolutely 
necessary in the making of a souffle. 


The size and kind of souffle have 


much to do with the time exposure. A 
email' entree of this sort is put into a 
hotter oven than a large souffle on ac- 
count of the latter being allowed to rise 
gradually before the top Is overcooked. 


All hot souffles to be really appreci- 
ated must be served immediately they 
are taken from the oven. Therefore a 
nice bit of calculation is necessary to 
have the dainty ready for the diners 
and the diners for the dainty. But no 
true gourmet grumbles at .a few min- 
utes' wait when his favorite dainty is 
In question, for the pleasure o£ having 
this delicious dish served to perfection 
discounts all this. 


The requisites for a successful souffle 
are good eges, and plenty of them. The, 
yolks and whites are separated, and 
the whites are whipped until they are 
very "dry." The yolka do not need 
such strenuous treatment. 
A 
fewi 


whisks with the beater will be suffi- 
cient for these "yellow fellows." The 
whites are lightly mixed in at the last 
moment. 
When the time comes for 


serving It is a fine idea to heat a dish 
cover very hot and keep this covering 
on the souffle during Its progress to the 
dining room, only removing it at the 
last moment. Besides the hot souffle, 
both savory and'sweet,- the eame name 


is' applied to. a class of cold and frozen 
sweets of a light nature, aithough .the. 
title Iri this connection is something of 
a.misnomer.! They are'served'in souffle 
cases... which are ornamental and at- 
tractive, and bands of paper, which 
when >served are removed, giy<! 'them 
the raised appearance of .the baked 
souffles. These frozen souffles are much 
less trouble to prepare than 
iceSi 


Throughout the year souffles are al- 
ways -demanded and liked as a sweet 
course by the most fastidious connois- 
seur of dainty desserts. 


Orange souffle is very refreshing and 


appetizing and has the added attrac-; 
tlon of having all seasons,for Its own, 
as oranges are procurable at'.most times 
of the year.. The following- recipe, 
which is a perfectly reliable one; may/ 


side with melted butter sprinkled with 
granulated sugar, being careful to 
shake-out any that does not /adhere.

When a dessert has to be 
made ready in a hurry this recipe will 
be..-a, boon.; to the cook: Have-.ready 
four eggs, three teaspoonfuls of,.pow- 
dered sugar, one teaspopnful of sifted 
flour and three ounces of chocolate. 
Separate the whites and yolks "of'the 
eggs and melt"the chocolate by'placing 
ifc'iri a cup standing In a saucepan W 
boiling -water: Mix the flour smoothly 
into the yojks.of the eggs and add'.the 
feugar ana-melted chocolate, stirring- all 
the:-while until well mixe'd.

Another 
sad drowning accident oc- 


curred in Root river opposite the Ma- 
roon-camp, two miles north, of "the rap- 
ids, between 7 and S o'clock lost evening. 
Gustavo :Marquardt, pressman, employed 
with -the Manufacturers' Printing com- 
pany, lost his life and Henry Polplatz, 
of this city, and Elias Vicaly, of Chicago, 
narrowly escaped meeting a similar fate, 


Mr. Marquardt visited the river for an 


afternoon's outing. With his two com- 
panions he went on the water for a boai 
ride. They were returning and about to 
land at the Maroon camp, or just below 
that point, when for some reason the 
men endeavored to change places and 
the boat capsized. ' Polplatz and Vicaly 
could swim and they reached shore in 
some manner, but Mr. Marquardt, it ap- 
pears, could not swim a stroke. It is 
believed that when he arose to the sur- 
face; he came up under the boat and then 
sank again. 


The news of the drowning spread and a 


large crowd of pleasure seekers assem- 
bled" anil made efforts to recover tfre 
body. A;message was sent'to the police 
office for'the life saving crew. .

THE BODY RECOVERED. 


Coroner Jonas Hoyle was notified and

ployed by the Manufacturers' Printing 
company for about three years. He was 
a single man and well liked by his as- 
sociates. He boarded at the Eacine 
house on Main street. 


Coroner Hoyle sent a telegram to his 


relatives at No. 704 Thirteenth street, 
Milwaukee. 


William Hutchinson, of the printing 


company, when he learned of the acci 
dent this morning, was greatly shocked.

His testimony showed 
that Marquardt was in the bow of the 
boat and that he.moved suddenly to one 
side, causing it to take water. All three 
of the occupants of the little craft jump- 
ed to the other side in an attempt to 
right the boat, when it went over. 


TRIED TO SAVE HIS LIFE. 


Elijah Vieary, the other occupant of 


the boat, testified about the same. Both 
men said that they tried to hold Mar- 
quardt up and get him to the capsized 
boat, but that they were unable to do 
so, and that when he had gone down 
for the third time they were forced to 
break away from him in order to save 
their own lives. 


The next witness was Miss Kate Sma- 


rter. She stated that she Raw the* boat 
capsize, from the shore,.and called for 
help. Before assistance reached them, 
Marquardt had gone down for the last 
time. 


C. M. Oleson, Claus Anderson and Jo- 


seph Horliek, Jr., gave testimony that 
related to the finding of the body about 
0:30, after it had been in the water about 
two hours. 


ACCIDENTAL DEATH. 


The jury returned a. verdict that Giis- 


tave Marquardt came to'his death by 
accidental drowning in Boot river on the 
night of the 28th of August, 1904. 


The drowned man is survived by his

quardt, who live at 704 Thirteenth street, 
Milwaukee, three brothers and three sis- 
ters, all of whom live In Milwaukee.
